Located in a district given primar­ 
ily to poultry raising, dairying, the 
town last year shipped 5,000 cans of 
cream totaling $50,000, 16,000 cases 
of eggs at $105,000; 640,000 pounds of 
butter at $130,000. 
More cream was 
shipped from El Dorado Springs than I 
any other town of its size in the 
state. 
The town this summer is the home 
of approximately 1,000 persons at the 
resort while hundreds of tourists pass 
through 
every day, 
to stop for 
a 
while and sample the spring water. 
Many of the visitors to the town dur­ 
ing the slim m er are there because of 
ill health. 
The many springs of El 
Dorado are said to be the second 
best healing springs in the world, 
being bettered only by the springs 
of 
Carlsbad, 
Germany. 
Possessing 
medical qualities which aid in the re­ 
covery of good health, the springs 
are an attraction to many persons 
convalesing from an illness.

conception.

man taking upon himself the high duties 
and obligations of the greatest office in all 
the world— head of the greatest nation on 
earth— in a little room in a simple farm 
house, hidden away in rural hills, far from 
the hustle and bustle of modern life. 
The 
oath was read to him by the light of a coal 
©ii lamp and the witnesses were just a few 
©f the farmer folk of the neighborhood, the 
family, and one or two newspaper men who 
arrived at 
the 
scene in opportune time. 
And, most peculiarly unprecedented was 
the fact that the father of the new presi­ 
dent, as a country notary, administered the 
solemn oath to his son. 
: Never before has such a thing occurred 
in all history and 
probably 
never again 
will it be repeated. 
. These 
circumstances 
lend a peculiarly 
human and intimate touch to the ceremony 
and can not but appeal to the nation, and 
bring Mr. Coolidge very close to the hearts 
of his people, as he takes upon himself the 
great burdens that go with the office he 
has assumed.

down to us from the time when govern­ 
ments were first formed, and today is just

VOLSTEAD LAW BE 
j MOTORCYCLE RACES 
ISSUE IN MICHIGAN ON GREAT SPEEDWAY

DETROIT, Aug. 4.—Only the de­ 
cision of Senator James Couzens not 
to seek election next year can halt 
the gaining momentum of Volstead 
law as an issue in Michigan’s 1924 
campaigns, 
according 
to opinion 
among political leaders and wet and 
dry advocates. Divisions cf the lat­ 
ter already are in the field. 
Senator Couzens declared for en­ 
forcement of the Volstead law, but 
also for modification of Its interpre­ 
tation of intoxicating 
liquor. 
Ho 
holds that beer of less than 5 per 
cent alcoholic content is not neces­ 
sarily intoxicating. 
The declaration resulted in a con­ 
troversy between the Senator and 
national officials 
of the Antisaloon 
League, and the State Antisaloon 
League announced Its intention 
of 
going out to "beat Couzens.” 
The 
organization hopes to do it either by 
supporting one of the avowed candi­ 
dates who is considered dry, or 
by 
putting Its own candidate Into the 
race, it is indicated in present ac­ 
tivities. 
Dry leaders assert that prohibition 
sentiment is stronger 
In Michigan 
now than It w’as In 1916, when an 
amendment to the state 
constitu­ 
tion placing Michigan In the 
dry 
column was adopted 353,378 to 284.- 
754. 
Wet proponents counter with 
the assertion that the rapid growth 
of industrial communities has stored 
up an immense volume of votes fav­ 
oring repeal of the dry laws. 
The 
drys claims that the farmer com­ 
munities and the larger 
counties, 
previously dry, will stay dry. 
The 
wets reply that a few precincts in 
Detroit or the other industrial cen­ 
ters will poll more votes than entire 
out state counties, and that if Sena­ 
tor Couzens decides to run he will 
sweep Detroit and other manufactur­ 
ing communities. 
Luren D. Dickinson, former lieu­ 
tenant governor and an active dry 
worker, issued a warning 
to 
his 
forces that the issue must be met 
in the primary.

TX MANT homes during the Bum- 
x mer months there will be a quart 
or two of milk which has soured. 
Do not throw it out, for there are 
a thousand uses for it in cookery. 
Small amounts may be used in 
making cakes, griddle cakes, muf­ 
fins 
and 
cornbread. 
The 
large 
quantities may bo prepared by 
pouring 
boiling 
water 
into 
It, 
enough to Just set the curd. 
Let 
stand until cool, pour into a r*eve, 
rinse well with cold water and you 
have the most delicious, fresh and 
wholesome 
cottage 
cheese. 
Add 
cream, salt and a spoonful or two 
of 
minced 
chives; 
or, 
lacking 
cream, add a bit of melted butter 
and sweet milk.
